KYLE CONFESSED 
SLIVER FOUND 


MURDER DEFENDANT 
SHOT BY DETECTIVE 


Body of Ex-Convict, In- 
dicted for Murder of Sa- 


Beside Road. 


SLAIN MAN’S AUTO 
AND REVOLVER NEAR 


Evidence Indicates He Was 
Killed About 1 A. M. Af- 
ter Trying to Flee From 
His Assailants. 


Charles Kyle, 24 years old, of 
5271 Beacon avenue, an ex-con- 


vict under indictment for the mur- 
der on Aug. 5 of James Hade, a 
saloon keeper, was found shot to 
death beside Riverview Drive, at a 
ypolrt about three miles north of 
the city limits, at 5:30 a. m. today. 

The body, which lay partly in a 
ditch beside the road, bore six bul-. 
let wounds in the head, chest, ab- 
domen and back, and another 
wound ‘on the top of the head in- 
flicted with some blunt instrument, 
Powder burns showed that the 
weapons had been pressed close 
against the victim’s body. It was 
found by John and Frank Kastien, 
farmers, who live 200 yards from 
the scene, upon their investigation 
at daybreak of shots heard in the 
vicinity at 1 a. m, 

Evidence indicated that Kyle had 
encountered his unidentified assail- 
ants on the Madison Ferry road, 
which: intersects with Riverview 
Drive about 100 yards north of 
the spot where the body lay. His 
Ford coupe, facing east, stood on 
the Madison Ferry road, 75 yards 
east of the intersection and.a few 
feet in the rear of the machine 
lay a .45 caliber Smith & Wesson 
revolver with five notches on the 
handle. One of the six cartridges 
had been discharged and three 
others bore marks of the hammer, 
Fis if they had missed fire. The one 
bullet fired from the weapon w2s 
found. in the road near by, indicat- 
ing the force of the charge had 
been barely sufficient to dislodge 
it from the barrel. 

Struggle Indicated. . 

Officers reconstructing the cir- 
cumstances of the crime said that 
Kyle apparently had at first resist- 
ed his foes in a struggle at the ma- 
chine and then, breaking away, had 
fled across the corner to Riverview 
Drive, where he was overtaken 
when attempting to crawl through 
a barbed wiré fence on the opposite 
side of the road and brought down 
by a blow. on the head. Apparently 
he had then been *shot at close 
range and his body rolled down the 


lembankment to the ditch. 


John Kastien said at least 11 
shots were heard at the point 
where the body lay. Upon looking 
out, he related, he saw two auto- 
mobiles where the Ferd wes found 
at daybreak, The other machine 
apparently was being turned 
around facing west and later drove 
around the corner and stopped at 
the scene of the shooting. There, 
Kastien said, he heard a man say 
“Hurry up and get in here.” The 
car then sped southward in the di- 
rection of St. Louls. Several other 
persons who live near the scene 
also told of hearing several shots 
about 1 a. m.

‘| bystanders at the place, returned a 


verdict of homicide at the hands of 
persons unknown.

Although Kyle was unie-r in- 
dictment for first degree murder 
in the Hade case, he was at liberty 
under a $15,600 bond fixed hy Cl 
cult Judge Hamilton on Sept. 19.

James P. (Jimmy) Miles Jr. who 
also was shot and dangerously 
wounded last night. 

Kyle was arrested on Aug. 25 for 
the murder of Hade and the next 
day confesred that he and his 
brother, Frank, shot Hade because 
he had beaten their sister, Miss 
Lydia Kyle, a divorcee with whom. 
he had been associating. Frank 
Kylé has not lyet been apprehond- 
ed. The shopting took place in 
Hade’s saloon at Florissant and 
Mary avenues, the slayers firing 
seven bullets into the body of Hade, 
who arose from a card table to 
meet them upon thelr entry.

The airship was declared fit for 
immediate flight today after an in- 
spection which disclosed everything 
in perfect order. 

The task of releasing from the 
mammoth craft its dangerous hy- 
drogen, representing an expenditure 
of $11,600, is under way and prob- 
ably will be completed today. Im- 
mediately after the Zeppelin land- 
ed, 40 seamen began preparations 
to deflate the gas bags. 

Because of the danger in conserv- 
ing hydrogen the contents of the 
13 cells will be allowed to escape 
into the air instead of into tanks. 
When the craft is reinflated, he- 
lium will be used. 

Approximately 20 per cent of the 
hydrogen in the bags was valved 
out to reduce the buoyancy of the 
Zeppelin in landing yesterday. 

In return for its expenditures tn 
connection with the ZR-3, the Gov- 
ernment collected less tnan $50 in 
duties when the craft tanded. 
Classed as a German merchantman. 
the Zeppelin was boarded and jn- 
spected by custom, health and im- 
migration authorities as though it 


of Germany. When the clouds at 
last permitted a view of the ground, 
we saw France. We passed some 
distance from Belfort, Besancon, 
Manlin and Rochefort. But we 
made a slight deviation to pass 
over Cognac. 

“At 3:30 we passed over the 
mouth of the Gironde River to the 
Bay of Biscay.

“JIMMY” MILES, BEATEN 
TO DRAW AND SHOT BY 
DETECTIVE, NEAR DEATH

wall.” The straps were removed 
after Constable Byrne, friend of 
Miles’ late father, had arranged a 
$1000 bond for Miles on the con- 
cealed weapons charge, thus mak- 
ing him no longer a prisoner. 

Chances of Recovery Slight. 

, Dr. Scharff, superintendent of 
the hospital, said that, while the 
chances were strongly against 
Miles’ recovery, he might live 
for a day or more. He said 
Miles seemed to be recovering 
from the shock of the operation 
and that the chief immediate dan- 
ger was of an internal hemorrhage. 

This afternoon, Miles was weak- 
er, and further blood transfusion 
was decided upon.| Mrs. Miles and 
two sisters, Miss May Miles and 
Mrs. Alice Cento, were ready to 
furnish the needed blood. 

The shooting of Miles occurred 
just one month after his return 
to the city to answer the murder 
charge, Constable Byrne having 
previously obtained Judge HamiI- 
ton’s promise to grant his release 
on $49,000 bond. He had been a 
fugitive for more than seven 
months. The reason for his return 
was the illness of his father, who 
died five days later.

Aylward suggested, and Miles said, 
“Yes, for two or three hours.” Miles 
refused to answer further questions. 

Lieut. Aylward questioned the 
detectives, who told him the same 
story which appears in their report.

Secretary of State, in New

NEW YORK, Oct. 16.—A jovial 
Secretary of State, who kept his 
audience laughing at the “absurd” 
notion that the Democrats might 
win and at the “fantastic” theses 
of the Progressive party, spoke in 
behalf of President Coolidge and 
Gen. Dawes at Carnegie Hall last 
night. . 
Secretary Hughes began his 
speech with a plea for the election 
of. Theodore Roosevelt to the gov- 
ernorship. Roosevelt, said Hughes, 
was “‘the worthy son of a great 
father.” He appealed to the sane 
liberals of the nation to unite 
against the menace of Senator la 
Follette, for the third party move- 
ment, he said, would shatter con- 
fidence and destroy prosperity. 

For the most part, however, 
Hughes handled his subject with a 
light touch. 

John W. Davis was misinformed 
concerning certain of his charges 
against the Republican administra- 
tion, the Secretary of State said. 
He added that the Democratic 
party was cut to pieces in the 
West and “honeycombed in the 
East.” ~He took a crack at Mayor 
Hylan because of the latter’s ob- 
jections to the floating of the Ger- 
man loaneand said this sort of 
criticism might have been more 
frequent had the Dawes plan been 
subject to ratification by politicians 
in this country. 

Hughes said prosperity and com- 
fort had followed the Republican 
party’s rise to power. Unemploy- 
ment had ended, after reckless in- 
flation and drastic deflation on the 
parts of the Democrats. He said 
Theodore Roosevelt had shown his 
merit on the battlefield, in indus- 
try and in public service. But the 
Secretary of State made no men- 
tion of the oil or Department of 
Justice scandals. 

The address was received with 
enthusiasm by an obviously Re- 
publican audience. Many of those 
who packed the hall carried small 
American flags which they waved 
at the proper moments. It was 
the biggest Republican rally of.the 
campaign thus far.

HERE is nothing that stnanine 

our breeding more eertainly 

than the stationery we use. The 
paper with which we stock the 
family and individual writing desks 
forms the habits of our children 
in this important detail. The old- 
fashioned method of buying a good 
quality of Irish linen or bond paper 
by the pound for family use was a 
good one and still prevails in many 
conservative households. Its use is 
always correct. 

Mothers feel that it is alwavs of 
importance to have their daughters’ 
desks properly fitted, but too often 
their sons are neglected in this way 
and the general library or sitting 
room desk is considered sufficient 
for their needs. This is a great 
mistake, for boys need the same 
training in this way that girls are 
given and they need a desk and 
Privacy for their own correspond- 
ence and papers and are entitled 
to that consideration. 

Cream white Irish linen or bond 
paper, pale gray -or soft tan in 
shade if preferred, the sheets 8x5 he 
Inches, envelopes 4x5% inches, is 
standard and correct. If there is 
no crest or monogram for which a 
die must be made, the address of 
the home may be used across the 
top of the sheets two and a half 
inches from the top. A die will 
be needed for this, and it is best in 
black lettering or marine blue.
